Candidates Must File Statement With 


Clerk of Circuit Court of Elec- 


tion Expenses. 


NOT ELECTED T IL L THEY DO 


Treasurers of County 
Committees 


Must Give Itemized Acounts of 


Disbursements in 23 Days. 


j 1h» dee rn im I elected to any elective of- 
i tine under the law" of this state, or 
enter upon the duties thereof, or re­ 
ceive any salary therefrom until he 


I shall have filed the statement re­ 
quired by law. Failure of any can­ 
didate to comply with this section of 
the law means a fine of from $300 to 
$1,000. to which may be 
added 
a 
year's imprisonment. 
Ten days a f­ 
ter the time fixed for candidates to 
file their statements the clerk of the 
Circuit Court is required to hand to 
the prosecuting attorney 
the names 
of those who failed to file. The pros­ 
ecutor is then required to bring crim­ 
inal action against them within the 
next fifteen da vs. 


During the next few days iu the 


neighborhood of fifty affidavits must 
be filed with the county clerk—if the 


provisions of the corrupt practices 
Jaw are obeyed—showing what each 


’•andidate for public office S]>ent dur­ 


ing the campaign. 
This will include 


all candidates on the three county 


tickets, the candidates for prosecut­ 
ing attorney, 
the 
candidates 
for 
joint senator and also affidavits from 
the treasurers of the five political 
committees. 
The candidates 
are given more 
time in wffiich to tile their affidavits 
than the treasurers 
of the 
county 
committees. 
The 
candidates 
have 
u n ti thirty days after the election 
and the treasurers 
of tile county 
committee have but twenty days. 
Section 212 of the corrupt prac- 
rices act, provides that within twenty 
days after every election or primary 
♦*!eetien every treasurer and every 
political agent "hall file a full, true 
and detailed account and statement, 
subscribed and sworn to bv him. be­ 
fore an officer authorized to adminis­ 
ter oaths in the office of the elerk of 
the Uwvuit Court of the county 
in 
which the treasurer or political agent 
resides, which statement 
'hall 
in­ 
clude the amount of money or prop­ 
erty in each ease received or promis­ 
ed. the name of the 
person 
from 
whom it was received or by whom it 
was promised, tin* amount «*i ©very 
expenditure made 
or 
promised, or 
\aluable thing given or promised, or 
liability of any sort 
incurred, 
the 
name of the p e r s o n s to whom such 
expenditure, gift or promise thereof 
was made, or to whom such liability 
was incurred, and shall dearly state 
the purpose for which such money or 
property was so expended, "“para t­ 
ing expenditures, gifts and liabilities 
f o r «lections and primary elections 
The law provides further 
in

'cation that every penny handled by 
the treasurer must be accounted tor 
and lie must keep a set of books 
'bowing how the money he has hand­ 
led has been received and spent. Any 
treasurer of a political 
committee 
w ho fails to file such ti statement and 
who fads to keep 
such a 
set of 
bo o ks is liable for a tine of from $300 
to $1,000, to which imprisonment in 
the county jail for not more than a 
veal* may lie added. 
With reference to the statements 
candidates must tile the 
law 
says 
that every candidate for public office, 
including candidates 
for office 
of 
Senator of the United States within 
thirty days after the election or pri­ 
mary election, held to nominate for or 
fill such office or place, shall make 
out and file with the officer empow­ 
ered by law to issue the certificate 
of election to such office or place 
ami a duplicate 
thereof with

clerk of the Circuit Court for the 
county in which such candidates re­ 
sides, a full, true and itemized state­ 
ment in writing, which statement and 
duplicate shall 
be 
subscribed

An early 
start is being made in this work by 
those farm ers who realize that the 
sooner the fodder is stacked close 
together in the field, or under cover 
iii the bam , the better fodder they 
will have and the greater benefit their 
live stock will gain from it. 
It has been good weather so far 
for com husking and the com has 
turned out well in most cases. 
A 
poor crop of com this season is the 
exception. 
Last 
season's 
mouldy 
corn fodder will long be remembered. 
And now that such fine, bright fodder 
is being secured, fanners will cer­ 
tainly be careful to see that it is well 
cared for.

There were a couple of ex­ 
ception" iii which the plurality of 
the Republican candidates over 
bis 
Democratic opponent was small, but 
ii was a plurality nevertheless. Low­ 
ell M. Green, Republican 
candidate 
for coroner, received 
the 
greatest 
plurality iii the city of Rushville. 
These figures are cited to show* 
that the Republican party still has a 
large following in the city and county 
even though the party is in adverse 
circumstances. But Pres. Taft urges 
that the Republicans form clubs in 
order to keep the organization com­ 
pact. and this has been looked upon 
with favor by Republicans here. 
President Taft yesterday received 
the first assurance of support and 
co-operation in his plan to perpetu­ 
ate the principles of the Republican 
party by the organization of a na­ 
tional Republican club with branch 
clubs throughout the country.

Due to Shutting Off of Illegal Prac­ 
tices by the Operation cf the Regis­ 
tration Law, Also Partly to the De­ 


liberate 
Disqualification 
of 
Many 
Voters VV bo Refused to Register. 


Indianapolis, NOV, 9.—Tho following 
table shows revised figures on the 
state ticket: 
Ralston (Dem.) ........................... 277.012 
Beveridge (Frog.) .................. 164.240 
Durbin (Rep.) ............................... 144,108 
R alston's plurality is 113,366. 
Rejmrts on all the IOO m em bers of 
the house and th e twenty-five m em ­ 
bers of the st nato elected show that 
the 
D em ocrats 
elected 
ninoty-fonr 
m em ber^ of th e house, and all the sen­ 
ators. 
The Republicans elect cd five 
m em bers of the house and the Pro­ 
gressives one. One or two erro rs were 
m ade in the earlier announcem ents 
of m em bers elected to the house. 
The 
corrected list shows the Republicans 
clef ted Stephen D augherty in Penton 
and W arren counties: E. G. Gilmore, 
in Knox; Jesse E. Eschbach in Kosci­ 
usko; William Newton in Lake coun­ 
ty. and W. P. Van Horn in Lake and 
N ewton 
counties. 
The 
Progressive 
elected is John \V. Jud kins of W ayne 
county. 
Twenty-five senators elected 
two years ago hold over, of whom fif­ 
teen are Democrats and ten Republi­ 
cans, so that the next senate will con­ 
sist of forty Dem ocrats and ten R e­ 
publicans. 
The Socialists in Indiana polled over 
36,000 votes, against a vote of 13,473 
four years ago. 
The Prohibitionists 
polled som ething over 2 U»00 votes and 
the Socialist Labor party a little over 
a thousand 
Th<* vote in the sta te was 
m ere than 
70 OOO short of the total 
vote cast four years ago This slump 
is attractin g 
considerable 
attention 
am ong the politicians, and various <>x- 
planatiens are offer! d. 
One reason 
advanced it? th a t iiefore the new vot­ 
ers* registration law went into effect 
th ere was alw ays considerable illegal 
voting in Indiana, and that this ill* cml 
voting ran the total vote up to a high 
e r figure than was justified by actual 
conditions. 
It is said by some that 
there were 
net in reality 721.127 L gal 
voters In Indiana four years ago. al­ 
though that num ber of votes was cast. 
They say that if the illegal votes in 
M arion, Lake, Vigo and other counties 
had been deducted tile figures then 
would have shown about the actual 
num ber of legal voters In the state 
This year. however, the registration 
law put a stop to that kind of election 
practice, and it is believed that the 
num ber of illegal votes east in Indi­ 
an a was nom inal as compared with 
form er year-. 
A nother reason advanced b> some is 
that th ere was an unexpected apathy 
am ong the vol - rs this year. 
In spit*' 
of the heated campaign and the vig 
orous efforts put forth by all the par 
ties. it is pointed out that thousands 
of voters failed to vote at the clee 
tion. 
It is said 
too, that som ething like 
50.060 lf) 
OOO qualified voters failed 
to register and therefore w ere barred 
from voting. 
A part of this failure to 
register was said to be due to m isun­ 
derstanding of the law, some of it to 
indiffcH nee and some of it to pique on 
the part of those voters who felt hu­ 
miliated at being required to register 
after they had lived and voted in their 
com m unities 
for m any years. 
The 
total registration of voters in Indiana 
at the three registration sessions this 
vear was about 713,000.

The union of the Italian states that 
occurred during the middle of the last 
century was accomplis bed by the unit­ 
ed efforts of three different leaders 
who, strange to say, were not at all in 
accord, and in the case of two of them 
there was great antagonism . 
These 
three men 
were 
Victor Emmanuel, 
king of Sardinia; Count Cavour. his 
prim e m inister, and General Garibaldi 
The king acted as a rallying head for 
the Italian people, Cavour’s splendid 
diplomacy prevented the. interference 
of foreign powers, and Garibaldi struck 
the blow. 
When Garibaldi, at the head of 1,000 
volunteers, landed on the Sicilian shore 
to support the revolution in that island 
and advanced eastw ard he fought a 
battle in which he was victorious, and 
the supporters of his enemy, the king 
of Naples, commonly called Bomba, re­ 
treated to Palermo, where the king’s 
main army was located, protected by 
a tleet of war vessels in die harbor. 
During this fight, when Garibaldi 
was advancing, an Italian soldier, Glu 
seppe G uarded was captured by Bom­ 
ba’s troops This G uardet was as much 
of a genius in a small strategic way 
as was his general in leading armies. 
G uardet was sent forw ard with other 
prisoners in the direction of Palermo 
that they might not be retaken by 
their advancing comrades. 
But In any 
event soldiers in retreat do not make 
the best of guards, and G uarded who 
had been wounded, pretending th at 
he could not keep up w ith his captors, 
lagged behind and when he saw th at 
he w*as unobserved by those hurrying 
on ahead of him sank down behind 
some bushes. 
If the prisoner had been in the rear 
Instead of 1u advance of the retreat­ 
ing arm y he would have needed only 
to w ait for G aribaldi to come up. 
As 
it was. he must conceal himself till 
the main body and rear guard of the 
royal troops had passed on. 
As soon 
as he ceased to hear the confused 
sounds of the guard ahead of him he 
sprang up. notw ithstanding his wound, 
which was not in a vital part, and ran 
as fast as his legs could carry him Into 
a wood beside the road on which he 
had been marching 
Sicily Is a moun 
tainous country, and he was on a slope 
at the foot of m ountains, a stream run­ 
ning through it down to the plains be 
low. 
Following tins stream he came 
to a w ater mill. 
G uardet found the mill deserted ex 
cept for a donkey hitched to a post, on 
whose back were several bags of flour 
evidently intender! for delivery. 
In 
side grain and flour were in bags and 
in heaps. 
The fugitive, seeing that he had 
found a good hiding place, threw him ­ 
self down on the bags of flour to rest 
and. being exhausted, fell asleep. 
He 
was soon aw akened by voices and. 
starting, ran up a flair of stairs to the 
upper part of the mill, where he found 
a large heap of flour. Tile voices came 
nearer tilt he could bear them directly 
below 
G uardet burrowed Into the 
flour, leaving only a breathing space 
for his nose at the back part of the 
pile. where it would not likely he 
noticed 
'The comers were chattering 
below, and the hider soon learned that

H earing the flatter of the donkey’s lit­ 
tle hoofs on the road, they turned. 
For a moment they stood paralyzed. 
“Santa Maria!" w hispered one to the 
other. “ It*» the miller. 
Ile m ust have 
been m urdered.” 
"Go back." cried out Guardet. “and 
bury me! King Bomba’s men have left 
my body in a thicket near my mill. 
I 
will haunt you till you place it under­ 
ground and put a cross over it." 
As he spoke he kept on at the sam e 
pace. 
The 
soldiers 
recoiled 
before 
him to the side of the road and as 
soon as he had passed began to con­ 
sult as to w*hat they should do. 
Not 
one of them dared to stand against the 
th reat he had made in the m iller’s 
name, and, trem bling, they retraced 
their steps and spent hours in a fru it­ 
less search for his body. 
Meanwhile G uardet, encouraged at 
his success, rode on, keeping at a safe 
distance behind the advance of the re­ 
treating arm y, till he cam e to the top 
of a declivity from which he could look 
down on Palermo. Ile saw King Bom­ 
ba’s flag flying over the palace, the 
Neapolitan ships of w ar in the harbor, 
besides several war vessels flying the 
British flag.

practice or laboratory work as upon 
their ability to deal with men sympa­ 
thetically, intelligently and in such a 
way us to get results.

The Young Men s Chris­ 
tian association took this statement 
as a challenge ami i- doing its part 
in training students to handle men.

“My class in English was

This volunteer service is no longer 
confined to industrial localities blit 
is spreading to other centers xvlier- 
ever there are persons who desire a

Comments on Election 


Election Comment. 
Appareutly there are some tens or 
hundreds of thousands of voters xvho 
think that the United States is strong 
enough to stand u dose of Democratic 
rule every twenty years, especially as 
this rule is quickly overturned. This 
is rather a queer belief, but we will 
not quarrel with it here. 
We had a 
dose of this rule two decades ago, 
and it lasted just two- years. 
Ever 
since then the country has been im­ 
mune to Democratic assaults until 
this year. 
Perhaps the body politic 
deserves a purge of this sort every 
eighteen or twenty years, though to a 
good many thoughtful men it would 
-cern that tile punishment is a little 
more 
than 
the 
country 
deserves. 
However, we are getting the punish­ 
ment again, and as we survived the 
attack a couple of decades ago, we 
can do it once more, knowing that it 
will soon be spoken of iu the past 
tense. 
Anybody w ho is curious about such 
similitudes can trace a resemblance 
between the country’s present lurch 
to the Democratic party and that 
which came a couple of decades ago. 
As in 1888, the Republicans carried 
the country in 1998, electing a presi­ 
dent and both branches of Congress. 
In 1890 the Democrats won the House 
of Representatives and reduced the 
Republican lead in tile Senate, a per­ 
formance which was repeated in 1910. 
This was followed by a Democratic 
victory along the whole line iii 1892, 
Cleveland 
beating 
Harrison, 
and 
gaining 
the 
ascendancy in 
both 
branches of Congress, a performance 
which bobbed up Tuesday again. 
It 
was expected, 
however, 
from the 
split in the Republican ranks. 
For 
the past few months the Republican 
party has been a divided house, and 
we know what usually comes in such 
ca -es. 
Now let ii' continue the sequence 
of twenty years ago. We have found 
that it has worked with mathemat­ 
ical regularity thus far, beginning 
with 1908, and ending with 1912, cov­ 
ering three elections.

HOT ELECTED TILL THEY DO 


Treasurers of County Committees 


Must Give Itemized Acounts of 


Disbursements in 20 Days. 


During the next few days in the 


-neighborhood of fifty affidavits must 
be filed with the county clerk—if the 
provisions of the corrupt practices 
Jaw are obeyed—showing what each 
candidate for public office spent dur- 
ing the campaign. 
This will include 


all candidates on the three county 
tickets, the candidates for prosecut- 
ing attorney, the candidates for 
joint senator and also affidavits from 
the treasurers of the five political 
committees. 


The candidates are'given more 


time in which to file their affidavits 
than the treasurers of the county 
•committees.' The candidates have 
until thirty "days after the election 
.aad the treasurers of the county 
.committee have "but twenty days. 


Section 212 of the corrupt prae- 


.iices act, provides that within twenty 
•days after every election or primary 
•election every treasurer and every 
political agent shall file a full, true 
-flnd detailed"accouiit ~and statement, 
subscribed and sworn to by liim, be- 
fore an officer authorized to adminis- 
ter oaths in the office of the olerk of 
the Circuit Court of the county in 
which the treasurer or political agent 
resides, which statement 
shall 
in- 


clude the amount of money or prop- 
erty in each case received or promis- 
ed, the name of the 
person 
from 


whom it was received or by whom it 
•was promised, the amount of every 
•expenditure made or 
promised, or 


valuable thing given or promised, or 
liability of any sort 
incurred, the 


name of the persons to whom such1 


expenditure, gift or promise thereof 
•was made, or to whom such liability 
was incurred, and shall clearly state 
lh<- purpose for which such money or 
property was so expended, separat- 
ing expenditures, gifts and liabilities 
for elections and primary elections 


r 
The law provides further 
in the 


section that every penny handled by 
the treasurer must be accounted for 
and he^must keep a set of books 
showing" how the money he has hand- 
led has been received and spent. Any 
treasurer of a political committee 
who fails to file such a statement and 
•who fails to keep 
such a 
set of 


books- is liable for a fine of from $300 
to $1,000, to which imprisonment in 
the county jail for not more than a 
year may be added. 


With reference to the statements 


•candidates must file the law 
says 


that every candidate for public office, 
including candidates for 
office 
of 


•Senator of the United States within 
thirty days after the election or pri- 
mary election, held to nominate for or 
fill such office or place, shall make 
out and file with the officer empow- 
ered by law to issue the certificate 
of election to such office 
or place 


and a duplicate thereof with the 
•clerk of the Circuit Court for the 
«onnty in which such caindidates re- 
sides, a full, true and itemized state- 
ment in writing, which statement and 
•duplicate shall be subscribed and 
~=worn to, setting forth in detail'all 
•money or other valuable things con- 
tributed, expended or promised by 


him, 
etc. 
In cases where the office 


or place is such that no commission 
or certificate of election is required 
by law to issue therefor, then the ori- 
ginal statement aforesaid snail be 
fled with the secretary of state. 


The law says that no persons shall 


be deemed elected to any elective of- 
fice under the laws of this state, or 
enter upon the duties thereof, or re- 
ceive any salary therefrom until he 
shall have filed the statement re- 
quired by law. Failure of any can- 
didate to comply with this section of 
the law means a fine of from $300 to 
$1,000, to which may be added 
a 


years imprisonment. Ten days af- 
ter the time fixed for candidates to 
file their statements the clerk of the 
Circuit Court is required to hand to 
the prosecuting attorney the names 
of those who failed to file. The pros- 
ecutor is then required to bring crim- 
inal action against them within the 
next fifteen davs.

Ralston's plurality is 113.3CG. 
Reports on all the 100 members of 


the house and the twenty-five mem- 
bers of the senate elected show that 
the 
Democrats elected 
ninety-tour 


members of the house, and all the sen- 
ators. 
The Republicans elected five 


members of the house and the Pro- 
gressives one. One or two errors were 
made in the earlier announcements 
of members elected to the house. The 
corrected list shows the Republicans 
elected Stephen Daugherty in Renton 
and AVarreu counties; E. G. Gilmore, 
in Knox; Jesse E. Eschbach in Kosei- 
usko; William Newton in Lake coun- 
ty, and W. 13. Van Horn in Lake and 
Newton counties. 
The 
Progressive 


elected is .lolni \V. Judkins of Wayne 
county. Twenty-five senators elected 
two years ago hold over, of whom fif- 
teen are Democrats and ten Republi- 
cans, so that the next senate will con- 
sist of forty Democrats and ten Re- 
publicans. 


The Socialists in Indiana polled over 


36,000 votes, against a vote of 13,473 
four years asro. 
The Prohibitionists 


polled something over 20.000 votes and 
the Socialist Labor party a little over 
a thousand. The vote in the state was 
more than 70.000 short of the total 
vote cast four years ago. Tins slump 
is attracting considerable attention 
among the politicians, and various ex 
planalions are offered. 
One reason 


advanced is that before the new vot- 
ers' registration law went into effect 
there was always considerable illegal 
voting in Indiana, and that this illegal 
voting ran the total vote up to a high- 
er figure than was justified by actual 
conditions. 
It is said by some that 


there were net in reality 721.127 legal 
voters in Indiana four years ago. al- 
though that number of votes was cast. 
They say that if the illegal votes in 
Marion, Lake, Vigo and other counties 
had been deducted the figures then 
would have shown about the actual 
number of legal voters in the state. 
This year, however, the registration 
law put a stop to that kind of election 
practice, and it is believed that the 
number of illegal votes cast in Indi- 
ana was nominal as compared with 
former year?. 


Another reason advanced by pome is 


that there was an unexpected apathy 
among the voters this year. In suite 
of thp heated campaign and the vig- 
orous efforts put forth by all thp par- 
ties, it is pointed out that thousands 
of voters failed to vote at the elec- 
tion. 


It is said, too, that something like 


50.000 to f>r>.000 qualified voters failed 
to register and therefore were barred 
from voting. A part of this failure to 
register was said to be due to misun- 
derstanding of the law, some of it to 
indifference and some of it to pique on 
the part of those voters who felt hu- 
miliated at being required to register 
after tboy had lived and voted in their 
communities for many years. 
The 


total registration of voters in Indiana 
at the three registration sessions this 
year was about 743,000.

The union of the Italian states that 


occurred during tbe middle of tbe last 
century was accomplished by the unit- 
ed efforts of three different leaders 
who, strange to say, were not at all in 
accord, and in the case of two of them 
there was great antagonism. 
These 


three men were Victor Emmanuel, 
king of 'Sardinia: Count Cavour. bis 
prime minister, and General Garibaldi. 
The king acted as a rallying bead for 
the Italian people, Cavour's splendid 
diplomacy prevented the, interference 
of foreign powers, and Garibaldi struck 
the blow. 


When Garibaldi, at the head of 1,000 


volunteers, landed on the Sicilian shore 
to support the revolution in that island 
and advanced eastward he fought :i 
battle in which he was victorious, and 
the supporters of his enemy, the king 
of Naples, commonly called Bo tuba, re- 
treated to Palermo, where the king's 
main army was located, protected by 
a fleet of war vessels in the harbor. 


During this fight, when Garibaldi 


was advancing, an Italian soldier, Giu- 
seppe Gnardet was captured by Boro- 
ba's troops. This Guardet was as much 
of a genius In a small strategic way 
as was bis general in leading armies. 
Guardet was sent forward with other 
prisoners in the direction of Palermo 
that they might not be retaken by 
their advancing comrades. But in any 
event soldiers In retreat do not make 
tbe best of guards, and Guardet. who 
bad been wounded, pretending that 
be could not keep op with bis captors, 
lagged behind and when be saw that 
be was unobserved by those hurrying 
on ahead of him sank down behind 
some bushes. 


If the prisoner had been In the rear 


Instead of ID advance of the retreat- 
ing army be would bave needed only 
to wait for Garibaldi to come up.

Apparently there are some tens or 
undreds of thousands of voters who 
hink that the United States is strong 
>nough to stand a dose of Democratic 
ule every twenty years, especially as 
his rule is quickly overturned.

Washington, Nov. 9.—In anticipation 


of the fall of the Turkish capital, two 
United States warships will join the 
International squadrons now gathering 
before 
Constantinople. 
President 


Taft, nfter consultation with his cab- 
inet, directed that the armored cruis- 
ers Tennessee and Montana proceed at 
once to the Mediterranean. They left 
the Philadelphia.navy yard today arid 
should reach Constantinople in about 
eighteen days. 


The declared purpose of this move 


on the part of the president is to af- 
ford Americans in both Turkey in Eu- 
rope and Turkey in Asia means of pro- 
tection and refuge. 


There are many Americans in both 


eastern and western Turkey. 
At 


Bierut and Smyrna in Asia Minor 
there is a large number of American 
missionaries and educators. 


It is fully recognized here that not 


only is the lialkan crisis the matter 
which more immediately concerns the 
European powers, hut also their rep- 
resentatives at the Turkish capital are 
prepared to take every step necessary 
for the protection of their nations and 
their interests. For this reason Am- 
bassador Rockhill has been Instructed 
to act only in co-operation with his 
European colleagues in any measures 
he may take for the 
protection of 


Americans in Turkey. 


Advices received here indicate that 


the fate of Constantinople will be set- 
tled in a comparatively short time, 
probably before the Tennessee and 
Montana can reach that city. As it IE 
understood that the Turks intend, if 
Constantinople is lost, to move over 
into Asia Minor, it is feared that 
Americans in that region may be en- 
dangered. 
For this reason it is ex- 


pected that Hie American cruisers will 
find their principal task, not at Con- 
stantinople, but at other ports. ' Rear 
Admiral Austin M. Knight will be in 
charge of the American squadron. 


The fact that this government is 


sending two light cruisers instead of 
two dreadnoughts is expected to male? 
plain to the world the fact that the 
president's action is purely for pur- 
poses of affording protection to Amer- 
icans should his course be called in 
question. 


The government will not seek to 


participate in the international con- 
ference which is expected to follow 
the fighting between Turkey and the 
allies. 
It is not expected that the 


United States will even lie invited to 
take part in the expected conference 
on the Balkans.

FOR A HOLY WAR 


The Sheiks to Call Out Fanatic 


Tribesmen, 


HORRORS OF THE CRUSADES 


Hammered to the Last Ditch, Har- 


assed by the Enemy Without and 
Disaffected Officers Within the Gov- 
ernment, the Elder Turkish States- 
men Announce Intention to Fight to 


End, 
and Let Christiana Beware. 


London, Nov. 9.—The decisive .bat- 


tle of the war is being fought across 
the line of the Tchataiaja defenses, 
the last to be taken before Constan- 
tinople. 
The Tchataldja fort itself 


the key to the whole defensive work 
has fallen, but the half starved Otto- 
mans are still holding grimly to the 
remaining defenses while Constanti- 
nople awaits the outcome with de- 
spair. 


It does not now seem as if anything 


can step the victorious advance of the 
Bulgars. and the commanders of the 
foreign warships outside the sultan's 
city are gravely concerned over the 
ominous possibility of wholesale mas- 
sacres when-the beaten Ottomans re- 
turn to the city they could not defend. 


Then it is feared will come the knif- 


ing of the Christians and the burning 
and wholesale pillaging on the part ol 
the troops who Ifeve fought without 
food for clays and have grown desper- 
ate. The report that Kurd tribesmen 
are hastening toward the capital to 
play their part in those final days has 
not served to lighten the general 
alarm. 


In reference to the danger of mas- 


sacre at Constantinople, one corre- 
spondent says he is informed on relia- 
ble authority that the ambassadors 
pointed out to their governments the 
great danger that would follow the ar- 
rival of the defeated Turkish army 
fleeing to Constantinople. 
The pow- 


ers accordingly made representations 
at Sofia and received a reply that the 
Bulgarian commanders would never 
allow the bt-,:ten Ottoman forces to 
break away to the city, but would 
drive them to tH;» northward. This, it 
is stated, has bton the intention of 
1/iulgaria all the wa^- through. Mean- 
time all the embass-'es will be pro- 
tected, although there is no outward 
indication of this. The Greek patri- 
archate hus been given a guard of fifty 
soldiers. 
This same 
correspondent 


hears that Adrianpole is in a state of 
rebellion. The Turkish soldiers, it is 
said, are flatly refusing to fight and 
the Bulgarians have captured many 
provision trains. 


There is grave dissatisfaction in 


Constantinople among the officers, 7GO 
of whom have refused to obey the 
army authorities. 
The government 


has decided to replace all the military 
commanders at Tchataldja on the 
ground that every one of them has 
proved to be incapable. From all the 
older statesmen has come the word 
that Islam will fight to the last. The 
sultan and his advisors have flung 
down the ultimatum and there is ru- 
mor that the sheiks are ordering a 
holy war. 


A dispatch from Constantinople con- 


firms the previous report of the Greek 
occupation of Salonika, and says the 
approach of the Greeks was attended 
by awful scenes. Before they entered 
the town a terrible massacre of the 
non-Moslem population took place, and 
the shooting and looting was general. 
When Hie Greeks took possession they 
Imprisoned all the pashas, officials and 
Turkish officers. 
The Turks now in 


captivity at Salonika number 27,000 
men. 
The Greek fleet is now trans- 


porting troops to the eastward of the 
Martixa river in order to enable there 
to fall upon the fortifications of the 
Dardanelles and Gallipolis and also to 
open for a fleet a free passage to Con- 
stantinople. 
The Greek plan of cam- 


paign is to join eventually with the 
Bulgarians and enter Constantinople 
simultaneously with them. 


Tchataldja with its dreary waste* 


furnished an ideal setting for the last 
great act of a war which may break 
forever the Turkish power in Europe. 
Abdullah Pasha's battered army has 
retreated until it cannot "retreat any 
further. 
A wall of bayonets, feeble 


though it be. now intervenes between 
the fugitive force and the approaches 
to the capital. Its headlong, disorder- 
ed flight has been arrested by the ac- 
tion of the government. The minis- 
ters have mustered what raw levies 
they could and have sent them to hold 
the roads converging on San Stefano. 
Stamboul's survivors of Abdullah's 
forces therefore find themselves at 
bay, caught between the Bulgarian 
Charybdis and the Turkish Scylla.
